1 day by a Macedonian, who at the same 
j time shot and killed another revolu­ 
tionary chief named Garvanoff, while 


J the latter was in the act of bidding 
Sarafoff farewell. 
Boras Sarafoff was appointed com­ 
mander of the 
Mac* donian 
revolu­ 
tionary forces. 
He 
made 
so 
much 
trouble In the summer of 1903,. hlB 
name was prominent in all the upris­ 
ings of Macedonia against the Turks 
end he had been described as the most 
romantic figure in the Balkans 
He 
was popularly believed and stated to 
be the real Instigator of the abduction 
of Mlsa Ellen M. Stone, the American 
missionary, from the Village of Salon- 
Iki in September, 1901, in order to pro­ 
cure through h* r ransom funds to 
enable the Macedonian revolutionary 
committoe *0 organise an insurrection. 
His hatred to the Turks was so Im­ 
bibed at an early age through seeing 
his father and grandfather tortured. 
dragged off in chains to a dungeon and 
then exiled for fifteen years 
At the 
nae of fourteen 
he 
attacked 
single 
handed tho prison in which his father 
and grandfather were confined, hut 
was flogged for his pains. 
The boy I 
wwore to revenge himself on the Turks 
and studied to this end, becoming an 
officer in the Bulgarian army. 
In 1895 Sarafoff organized a band to 
raid Turkish Turkey, and since then I 
has headed no less than 380 daring I 
raids. 
Once he captured the Turkish I 
town of Melnik with forty men. put 
ting the garrison to flight, 
Sarafoff 
was familiar with hundreds of miles 
of track's through the forests and over 
the mountains of Turkey. 
His aim 
was to organize a vast rebellion with 
the object of seizing Constantinople 
and overthrowing the Turkish regime. 
The Turkish government set a price 
of *20,000 on his head. 
He was about

D erm urrage and

of Land Leases. 
San Antonio, Texas, Dec. 12—-The 
Texas Cattle Raisers* Association is 


preparing to 
wage lively 
battle in 
W ashington for the passage of three ( 


laws, much needed to promole the cat 
tie Industry. The first one Is a meas . ( 
tire requiring railroads to supply suf- 
detent cars to enable stockmen to g e t1 
their cattle to m arket. 
The second is 
a reciprocal dem urrage bill. 
Under 
the present law. 
if the 
railroad fur 
nishes cars and the cattlem an does 
not load them promptly, he m ust pay 
dem urrage to the railroad. 
The pro­ 
posed reciprocal law proposes to make 
the railroads pay dem urrage if they . 
fail to furnish 
the cars on the 
day j 
agreed upon. or after due notice and j 
demand. 
The third is a law favored j 
by the President regulating the lease 
of governm ent 
lands 
to 
cattlem en. 
The Texas stockm en are a unit in 
s u p p lin g the President in this law. 
These projrosed laws have been en­ 
dorsed by the National Live Stock As 
seriation, and by lesser state and the 
section associations, and are support­ 
ed by most of the cattlem en of the 
West 
Texas stockmen are taking the 
initiative because this state produces 
one sixth of the cattle of the United 
States. The valus of live-stock inter­ 
ests of Texas in 1804, according to of­ 
ficial figures, 
was 
$88,088,436 
and 
am ounts now to more than a hundred 
million dollars. The protection of an in­ 
dustry of this m agnitude is a m atter of 
prime im portance to this state. It is 
estim ated that two-thirds of the cattle 
business is centered in Texas and the 
W estern States. 
It Is certain that this 
im mense industry will .uphold Ike T. 
Pryor. President of the Texas t attle 
R aisers’ Association, and Sam H. Co­ 
wan, the counsel, in the fight they will 
make In congress this winter.
